Zog, after leading a bitter fight on 
the Durazzo front, left the capital 
during the night, accompanied by 
members of his government, The 
party, clad in civilian clothes, trav- 
elled in 16 autos and two trucks. 


HOPES TO ENLIST AID 

King Zog made it plain that he 
does not consider Albania has yet 
fallen to the Italians. He says he 
hopes to enlist the aid of the great

Under the new set-up 
when an application is made to 
take out land, an inspector is sent 
out to determine whether the land 
applied for is suitable for agricul- 
tuial purposes. 

Still another feature awaiting at- 
tention is the appointment of e 
director of the central purchasing 
agency foy all government depart- 
ments, which was authorized in a 
bill put through. 

Appointment of the remaining 
membérs of the central marketing 
board is an important matter 
awaiting action. George Clash has 
been named as chairmn of the Al- 
brt Marketing Board and the act 
provides for the appointment of a 
board of five. This leaves four 
members yet to be appointed, It is 
expected that, with the act through 
the house, the other members will 
be named in the near future. 

Provision was made at the recent 
session, by legislation, for establish- 
ment of a commission to study can- 
cer and this commission will be of 
| not less than three, nor more than 
five. arly action is expected on 
| this. 

Another act, amending the East- 
ern Irrigation District Act, provides

Cordell Hull in Close Touch 
With Roosevelt, Alban. 
ian Minister 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—The 
United states administration 
weighed last night a series of 
actions that may be taken in con- 
sequence of Italy's invasion of 
Albania. 


Cordell Hull, secretary of state, 
kept in close touch by telephone 
with President Roosevelt a Warm 
Springs, Ga. and conferred with 
his chief advisers and with the Al- 
banian minister, Faik Konitza, Hull 
said at his press conference he de- 
sited to assemble al] the essential 
facts in the case before taking an 
attitude. 

Americans in the Tirana, Albania, 
region are gathered at the American 
legation, Hugh G. Grant, the min- 
ister, cabled Hull. The secretary 
said he did not believe the number 
of Americans in the danger areas | 
was sufficiently large to warrant 
sending warships to Albania. There 
are 233 Americans in all Albania, 
the state department said 


The administration faced deci- 
sions on these points: 
1, Whether Premier Mussolini's 


invasion constituted a violation of 
the Kellogg anti-war pact. 

2. 1f so, whether the United 
States government would so pro- 
claim it. 

3. Whether the United States 
would continue its legation in Al- 
bania should the country become 
a protectorate, rather than an inde- 
pendent state. 

There was no talk among officials 
here of any economic rea*tion such 
as followed Chancellor Hitler's 
move into Czecho-Slovakia.

Why There Are Death-Traps 


The province is seeking financial help 
from the Dominion to dig subways or 
build overhead bridges at three points 
where highways now cross railway tracks 
on the level. There is every reason to sup- 
pose the help will be forthcoming. Blame 
does not rest with the Dominion that bet- 
ter progress has not been made in elim- 
inating level crossing death-traps all over 
Canada; but with provinces, municipal- 
ities and the railways. 

For years on end parliament annually 
voted $250,000 to assist in this work, fin- 
ally got tired posting money that was not 
being used and cut down the allotment. 
The reason the money was not used was 
that provinces, municipalities and rail- 
ways were not enough interested in mak- 
ing travel safe to put up their share of 
the expense. The Transport Commission 
has funds on hand to assist such under- 
takings as the other parties concerned 
are willing to contribute. 

The net result of inaction has been the 
development of new danger points as cars 
have multiplied and traffic become more 
dense. In all parts of the Dominion there 
are grade crosings which are standing in- 
vitations to tragedy, and their number 
has been growing. It is high time for a 
general movement to revive interest in 
the crossing menace.

What is the situation as things stand? The 
Czech nation, proud and independent, it seems, 
only yesterday, trying against odds to hold its 
place before the world, has been eclipsed, 
obliterated. It has been bound to the German 
chariot wheel, and any money sent for its goods 
will go, not to help a struggling Czecho-Slovak- 
jan nation but simply to add power to the next 
German drive to overrun the next small country. 

For years the ery has been that Czecho-Sio- 
vakia as a nation was unjust to minorities, to 
Sudeten Germans, to Slovakians, to Kuthenians, 
to Hungarians and Poles. 

Now Germany assumes those minority pro- 
blems. The Czechs are now a minority under 
German domination; so are the Slovenians and 
Magyars and Poles within the areas that have 
been pulled into the German orbit. Gradually 
Hitler is assembling ea patchwork of racial 
minorities that is something like the one pinned 
together by the old Austra-Hungarian empire 
and which plagued every moment of its life 

Hitler, as he gains advantages, is also taking 
on responsibilities and troubles. — Calgary 
Albertan. 


Thinking “In Decades” 


Benito Mussolini is a courageous and in- 
telligent man. While we might abhor his 
political philosophy, we cannot deny some of 
the benefits he brought to Italy. during the 
earlier years of his leadership, in the way of 
national discipline, public works and the in- 
crease of production. 

He has grown to be a comic opera figure, 
not because of his organizing genius, but be- 
cause he has embraced a vicious political 
doctrine that has thrown him into the arms 
—or under the feet—of the fanatica] Hitler 

That something still remains of his criginal 
patriotic purpose and.good sense is seen in his 
statement that he is “reatly to wait” for the 
adjustment of his differences with France, that 
Italy is not going to jump into any overnight 
and impetuous conflict but is “thinking in terms 
of decades.” 

Now there, at last, is e dictator who speaks 
partly in our own language. For it is only by 
thinking in terms of decades and the future that 
any orderly solution can be brought out of the 
present mad maze of world polities 

There is a tone of moderation, restraint and 
dignity in this utterance that we have not been 
accustomed to hear in the voice of Fascism.— 
Vancouver Sun. 


The Retreat From Reason 


To speak of research in the field of inter- 
national relations in such an anxious and dis- 
illusioned hour as this may seem almost like a 
jest. Everywhere reason is on the defensive aud 
we live in danger that mass hysteria will ‘com- 
pletely overwhelm dt at a time when it is most 
needed asa safeguard If there have always been 
wars and rumors of wars, never before has there 
existed the possibility of such materia] hovoc 
and cultura! disintegration It may be, as a 
recent writer has said, that this arid period in 
which we are living is the watershed between 
two forms of civilization, and that the future 
beckons to 2 Promised Land more pleasing than 
we dream. This optimism is creditable, but for 
the moment at leas: the world i facing a cul- 
tural crisis in which reason ig everywhere in 
retreat. * 

Never has there been a greater need of in- 
telligent understanding of the socia! forces that 
are moulding the future. Such an understanding 
must be based on realities, and not on intuition 
or wishful thinking. If the probiems arising out 
of human reiations are to be solved at all, it will 
be through the same scientific approach to facts, 
made in the same dispassionate spirit of inquiry, 
which has given man command over his phy- 
sical environment. That this course presents 
infinite difficulties no one will deny, but along 
this road lies the only ultimate hope. 

Acting upon this faith, which to some may 
seem to burn with a feeble flame, many devoted 
organizations throughout the world are working 
directly on the problem of international rela- 
tions, and The Rockefeller Foundation has been 
giad to continue its support in this field. Its 
grants have been limited to objective research, 
‘or the most part in connection with institutions 
to which it has contributed for a number of 
It has proceeded ypon the theory that 
@ time of misunderstanding and hate, 

can be used as powerful leverages. Facts 
af course have their limitations in any attempt 
quickly to mould the course of human events 
Thomas Huxley once remarked that there is 
nothing more tragic than the murder of « big 
theory by «@ little fact, but he hastened to add 
that nothing & more surprising than the way in 
which ea theory will continue to live long after 
its brains have been knocked out. So in the area 
of internationa! affairs outworn theories and old 
patterns survive in the face of thelr demon- 
strated inadequacy.

Plan A—To be used when the 
owner desires to negotiate directly 
and complete the transaction with 
the bank. 

1—The owner should determine 
the amount required to finance the 
work contemplated. This can be 
done by securing prices from one 
or more contractors or sub-contrac- 
tors. Or, if the work is of such a 
nature as to warrant the services 
of an architect, the owner may con- 
sult his architect as to cost and the 
best method of carrying out the 
work. 

2—The owner should apply to his 
bank for the required loan and fill 
out the application form which the 
bank will provide, giving all de- 
tails and information required by 
the bank, 

3—When notified by the bank of 
the approval of the loan the owner 
is in position to arrange for the 
purchase of the material and to 
employ the labor or award con- 
tracts. 

4—On completion of the work or 
when the Home Improvement Loan 
note is signed, the bank will be in 
a position to pay the money to the 
owner or to the contractor, vendor 
or sub-contractor on the owner's 
order. 

Plan B—To be used when the 
owner desires to have a contractor 
or vendor act as his agent in ne- 
gotiating and completing the trans- 
saction with the bank. 


1—The contractor submits his 
tender (Form HI. 101)° to the 
owner. 


2~—If acceptable to the owner he 
signs the acceptance at the bottom 
of the tender form which authorizes 
the contractor to negotiate the loan 

3—At this time the owner fils in 
the application for the loan ad- 
dressed to the bank selected by hirn 

4—-The contractor then sends or 
takes the tender and the application 
to the bank together with whatever 


other credit information is re- 
quired. 
5—If the loan is approved the 


bank then notifies tie owner and 
the contractor. The agreement be- 
tween the owner and the contrac- 
tor is now in effect and the work 
may be proceeded with. 

6—On completion of the work the 
owner gives the bank a completed 
copy of Form “C” aud signs the 
Home Improvement Loan Note pro- 
vided by the bank. 

7—The contractor completes the 
waiver of lien (Form H.I. 102) and 
presents same to the bank. 

8—The bank is now reacy to pay 
the contractor and the transaction 
is completed. 

Loans up to $2,000 can be made 
on any private dwelling. including 
duplexes, apartments and farm 
homes. Loans can be repaid in 
equal monthly instalments includ- 
ing principal and interest. The 
period of repayment can extend to 
36 months. Loans can be made for 
repairs, alterations and additions, 
including built-in equipment. 

The maximum charge for the 
Joan is three and one-quarter per 
cent discount for a one-year loan 
repayable in equal monthly instal- 
ments which is approximately six 
and one-third per cent per annum. 
No service charge of any kind may 
be made.

Build Costs 
To be Obtained 
From Architect 


While literature published under 
the label of the Dominion Housing 
Administration board is compre- 
hensive, it does not go into the 
question of costs for very obvious 
reasons. These reasons should be 
kept in mind when planning a home 
selected from the plans offered by 
the board. 

It would be unwise, the board 
points out, to set down a schedule 
of costs of construction of the vari- 
ous designs. Houses built in the 
east and in the west from the same 
design would vary greatly in their 
cost. The same applies to houses 
built in various parts of any prov- 
ince and certainly in Ontario. 

Houses built of materials suitable 
for the smaller towns may be dis- 
qualified by local building restric- 
tions in the larger cities. Moreover 
as a large percentage of the ex- 
penditure upon any house is due to 
the cost of plumbing, heating, 
electric wiring and other equip- 
ment as well as the cost of the 
interior finish, the requirements of 
individual owners will influence 
the total amount spent upon each 
house to such an extent as to make 
general estimates of costs mislead- 
ing.

BEGINNER'S DEPARTMENT 

The speed of a camera depends on 
the amount of light passed to the | 
film—the brightness of the image 
formed by the lens. 

Most camera lenses have an ad- 
justable diaphragm or a strip of 
metal with several holes of differ- 
ent sizes which control the bright- 
ness of the image. This depends on 
the size of the hole and its distance 
from the film. Thus a % inch hole 
four inches from the film is equiv- 


alent to a one inch hole 8 inches | 
from the film. In each case the 
aperture is marked ‘f:8' which! 


merely means that the diameter of 
the hole is one-eighth its aistance 
from the film. Any two cameras at} 
the same aperture require the same 
shutter speed. Both apertures and | 
shutter speeds are doubled or halv- 
ed at the next position, The num- 
bers of the “Uniform System” show | 
this:

MAYO, Y.T.. April 8 — Three 
highly-prized huskies, two stray In- 
dian dogs and a coyote was the toll 
taken here overnight in the canine 
ranks as a result of poison bait 
Placed around town. 

Lance-Corporal A. Mason-Rooke, 
R.C.M-P., is endeavoring to trace the 
person who placed the poison in 
meat bait cunningly planted along 
the main streets. 

The three huskies were valued at 
$75 apiece. The dead coyote was | 
found on the main road, half a block 


Ten years ago the annual yield 
of fur exceeded $2,000,000 in 
value. The reduction since then 
has been caused by a decline both 
in the price of fur and the number 
of pelts taken, The Dominion gov- 
ernment is studying the cycles of 
abundance and scarcity and is en- 
deavoring to ascertain the causes 
of these fluctuations. 

The trapping of fur-bearers is the 
principal source of revenue of both 
Indians and Eskimos and in order to 
protect their interests the govern-| 
ment has restricted the issue of 
trapping and hunting licenses and| 
has set aside certain areas a8 native 
game preserves, 

CLOSED SEASON 

Closed seasons have been estab-| 
lished for the more valuable species | 
of wild life. Reserves totalling ap- 
proximately 600,000 square miles 
have been set aside for the exclu- 
sive use of the native population. 

The Thelon Game _ Sanctuary, | 
northeast of Great Slave lake, of | 
15,000 square miles gives complete | 
protection to the few remaining 
herds of musk-oxen to be found on, 
the mainland of Canada. 
BUFFALO PROTECTED 

Wood Buffalo Park, part of which | 
lies in Alberta, provides protection | 
for the herds of buffalo and, incid- 
entally, a hunting and trapping re-| 
serve for the hunters who were 
making their living there when the 
park was established. 


155 Gold Mines. 
Show Results In 


Canada Last Year| 
During 1938 a total of 155 goid 
minues were in production in Can- 
ada, not including base metal mines, | 
many of which obtained consider- | 
able revenue from gold output. 
Thirty-five new gold mines start- 


ed production during the year’ and 
in 1939 at least 21 more are expected | 
to be added to tne list.

The principal inland weter route 
is provided by the Mackenzie river 
and its tributaries. It is one of the 
finest natural waterways in the 
world and extends with only one 
interruption for 1,600 miles from the 
end of steel at Waterways, Alberta, 
to the Arctic coast.

U.S. Navy Plans Two 
World’s Biggest Warships 
To Smash All Records 


By LYLE C. WILSON 


United Press 
Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 

WASHINGTON, April 8 — The 
navy's projected two new 45,000-ton 
battleships—the world’s largest war- 
ships—also may smash armament, 
speed and cruising records for their 

category, it was learned. 
Carefully-guarded plans for the 
two “supef-ships,” to cost about 
$95,000,000 each, are being drafted 
in the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair. Informed quarters indicat- 
ed that each probably would mount 
12 sixteen inch guns, three more 
than carried by each of the six new 


33,000 ton battleships being con- 
structed. They would be capable of 
a 30 knot speed, and would carry 
fuel supplies for tremendous cruis- 
ing range. 

Tt also was learned that the navy 
has considered mounting 18-inch 
guns on the new battleships.
